Following  the  forum 
assembly,  he  will  be  honored  at  a  short 
reception  in  the  Marriott  Center  and  then  will 
attend  a  luncheon  in  the  Wilkinson  Center, 
before  leaving  for  San  Francisco  about  1  p.m. 

Security  arrangements  for  the  visit  will 
remain  much  the  same  as  planned  for  President 
Ford,  according  to  Olsen. 

Many  of  the  people  on  the  advance  teams  for 
the  President’s  visit  have  stayed  on  in  Provo  to 
arrange  Rockefeller’s  visit,  he  said. 

Security  will  not  be  extremely  tight,  but  the 


press  and  those  who  will  be  near  Rockefeller 
will  be  Cleared,  he  added. 

Rockefeller,  who  is  replacing  President  Ford 
on  a  speaking  tour  because  of  the  illness  of 
Mrs.  Ford,  was  busy  last  week  with  hearings 
before  the  Senate  Rules  Committee, 
concerning  his  vice  presidential  nomination. 

In  the  three  days  of  hearings,  Sept.  24-26, 
Rockefeller  was  questioned  extensively  about 
his  financial  holdings,  his  views  on  President 
Ford’s  pardon  of  Richard  Nixon,  his  handling 
of  the  1971  Attica  (N.Y.)  prison  riots,  and  his 
views  on  such  public  problems  as  inflation  and 
the  energy  crisis. 

Chairman  Howard  W.  Cannon,  D-Nev.,  of  the 
Committee  said  during  the  hearings  he  saw  no 
major  obstacles  to  Rockefeller’s  confirmation. 

However,  Cannon  said  Tuesday  the  mail 
received  by  the  Rules  Committee  has  been 
running  heavily  against  the  confirmation. 

The  House  has  indicated  it  will  not  take  up 


the  matter  of  confirmation  until  after  the 
Congressional  recess  scheduled  for  Oct.  1 1 . 

Rockefeller,  who  was  elected  four  times 
governor  of  New  York,  resigned  from  that  post 
in  December,  1973,  to  give  more  time  to  his 
Commission  on  Critical  Choices  for  Americans. 

Before  his  terms  as  governor  of  New  York, 
the  most  in  the  history  of  the  state, 
Rockefeller  served  as  chairman  of  the 
International  Development  Advisory  Board 
1950-1951. 

From  1952  to  1954  Rockefeller  was  Under 
Secretary  of  Health,  Education  and  Welfare, 
and  a  year  later  served  as  Special  Assistant  to 
the  President  for  Foreign  Affairs. 

In  1958  he  defeated  Democratic  Governor  of 
New  York,  Averill  Harriman,  to  begin  14  years 
as  governor. 

On  Aug.  20,  1974,  Pres.  Ford  named 
Rockefeller  as  his  vice  presidential  choice, 
calling  him  “a  good  partner  for  our  country 
and  the  world.”

Senate  votes  to  cut 
foreign  aid  to  Chile 


WASHINGTON  (AP)  -  The 
Senate  voted  Tuesday  to 
reduce  foreign  aid  spending  in 
steps  also  to  cut  off  military 
aid  to  Chile,  despite  the 
warning  of  a  presidential  veto. 

The  foreign  aid  provisions 
were  attached  to  a  pending 
stopgap  resolution  providing 
funds  for  various  federal 
programs  for  which  regular 
annual  appropriation  bills  have 
not  been  passed. 

President  Ford  announced 
his  veto  intention  if  an 
amendment  cutting  off 
military  aid  to  Turkey  survives 
a  Senate-House  conference.

57  to  20  Monday  night,  would 
deprive  the  United  States  of  its 
negotiating  flexibility  and 
influehce  in  efforts  to 
negotiate  agreement  between 
Greece  and  Turkey  for  peace 
on  Cyprus.

Three  to  four  hundred 
students  may  be  affected  by 
the  Provo  City  Commission’s 
recent  agreement  to  enforce, 
on  a  complaint  basis,  existing 
zoning  regulations,  according 
to  Wayne  Hillier,  city 

responsibility  for  the  zoning 
office. 

The  major  emphasis  of  the 
regulations  is  that  landlords 
must  provide  adequate 
off-street  parking .  for  their 
tenants.  F  orty  to  5  0 
complaints  have  been  received 
by  the  city  to  date,  according 
to  Hillier. 

A  university  spokesman, 
David  R.  Lyon,  assistant  to  the 
director  of  University 
Relations,  commented  on  the 
complaint  situation. 

“After  meeting  with  the 
city,  we  have  found  that  the 
number  of  complaints  this 
year  is  not  significantly  greater 
than  m  -any  of  the  past  15 
years,  and  represents  only 
about  four  or  five  locations,” 
Lyon  said. 

The  difference  this  year, 
according  to  Hillier,  is  that 
now  the  city  intends  to  go  to 
court  where  necessary  to  make 
sure  that  the  ordinance  is 
enforced. 

“We  have  had  trouble 
getting  the  ordinance  held  up 
in  court,  due  to  previous 
non-enforcement,  but  now  we 
intend  to  set  up  a  systematic 
method  of  enforcement  that 
we  hope  will  hold  up,”  Hillier 
said.  He  added  that  cases 
against  three  major  apartment 


houses  near  campus  may  be 
taken  to  court  in  the  near 
future. 

Hillier  explained  that  a  court 
decision  favorable  to  the  city 
would  shut  down  some 
apartments  or  force  them  to 
come  into  compliance  with  the 
ordinance  in  some  other 
manner. 

“We’re  not  out  to  get  the 
students,”  Hillier  emphasized. 
“We’re  after  the  landlords  who 
knowingly  violate  the 
ordinance.” 

The  process  will  be  a  long 
one,  according  to  one  of  the 
city  officials  most  directly 
involved,  City  zoning 
Administrator  David  Gardner. 

“We’re  going  after  the 
grossest  violations  first,  ”  but 
eventually  we’ll  get  them  all,” 
Garnder  said.  Cases  currently 
on  the  books  are  not  likely  to 
be  resolved  for  a  number  of 
months,  Gardner  added. 

Both  the  city  and  the 
university  point  to  previous 
non-enforcement  of  the 
regulation  as  the  major  cause 
of  the  current  parking  problem 
in  Provo.  However,  each 
emphasizes  different  reasons 
for  the  non-enforcement. 

“Some  builders  don’t  build 
what  they  say  they  will,  what 
they  put  on  their  plans  and 
what  they  build  are  often  two 
very  different  things,  and 
enforcement  becomes  a  great 
problem.  The  only  way  is  to 
take  them  to  court.  Pretty 
soon  you  are  so  bound  up  in 


court  cases  that  you  can’t 
move,”  Hillier  said. 

“If  we  were  to  enforce  the 
ordinance  totally,  we’d  need  a 
whole  battery  of  lawyers  and 
increased  taxes  to  pay  for  the 
court  proceedings.  We  don’t 
have  the  manpower  or  the 
money.” 

This  is  the  reason  for  the 
present  policy  of  enforcement 
by  complaint. 

“Another  problem  has  been 
that  people  will  complain,  but 
won’t  be  willing  to  testify  in 
court,  so  we  have  no 
witnesses,”  Hillier  explained. 
“Now  were  beginning  to  get 
some:” 

Shelby  Adams,  chief 
building  inspector  for  the  city, 
said  that  the  majority  of 
landlords  in  violation  of  the 
ordinance  rented  their 
facilities  without  calling  the 
city  for  a  final  inspection. 

“We  have  to  wait  for  them 
to  call  us  for  a  final  inspection. 
Many  times  when  we  are  in  the 
area  we  do  check  up  on  them, 
but  they  have  already  rented,” 
Adams  said. 

According  to  Hillier,  this 
situation  puts  the  burden  of 
proof  in  court  on  the  city 
instead  of  the  landlord.  The 
result  has  been  to  make 
enforcement  after  the  fact 
very  difficult. 

The  university  emphasized 
another  aspect  of  the 
non-enforcement  problem. 

Because  the  university 
housing  office  has  a  staff  of

set 


off-campus  housing  for  BYU 
students,  the  city  has  not 
developed  an  adequate 
inspection  staff  of  their  own 
until  recently,  Lyon  said. 

“During  the  school  year,  all 
rental  facilities  listed  with  the 
Housing  Office  are  inspected 
and  classified  as  to  physical 
condition  and  arrangement.  If 
units  do  not  meet  minimum 
specifications  for  approved 
student  housing,  the  landlord 
is  informed  and  improvements 
are  required,”  Lyon  stated. 

lie  added  that  zoning 
regulations'  are  a  part  of 
university  inspections,  but  that 
“It  is  not  the  legal  duty  of  the 
university  to  enforce  city 
ordinances.” 

The  zoning  problem  has 
been  compounded  by  the 
students  who  live  farther  away 
and  drive  to  school,  but  park 
off-campus  in  surrounding 
residential  areas,  Hillier  said. 

This  particular  part  of  the 
problem  has  long  been  a  point 
of  disagreement  between  the 
city  and  the  university. 

Hillier  said  that  inadequate 

co-operation  between  the  city 
and  university  is  a  major  factor 
delaying  solution  of  the 
problem. 

“I  feel  that  we  (city 
officials)  should  talk  to  the 
university  about  the  problem 
and  make  determinations  for

President  will  propose 
energy-saving  program 


WASHINGTON  (AP)  - 
Treasury  Secretary  William  E. 
Simon  said  Tuesday  that 
President  Ford  will  announce  a 
new  energy  conservation 
program  for  the  nation  next 
week. 

Simon,  attending  the  annual 
meeting  of  the  International 
Monetary  Fund,  indicated 
some  measures  might  be 
mandatory.  He  offered  no 
details,  saying  “that’s  for  the 
President  to  decide.” 

At  the  White  House,  press 
secretary  Ron  Nessen  also 
declined  to  elaborate  much. 
But  he  did  say  that  “as  far  as  I 
know”  gasoline  rationing  is 
not  being  considered. 

As  for  a  possible  ban  on 
weekend  gasoline  sales,  Nessen 
responded  “I  can’t  say  one 
way  or  another.” 

Nessen  cited  as  examples  of 
potential  energy  steps  the 
creation  of  new  car  pools  and 
mass  transit  incentives,  such  as 
town  parking  fees. 

Simon  said  the  President’s 
new  policy  would  accompany 
the  new  economic  program  he 
will  send  to  Congress.  And  the 
secretary  said  other  oil 
importing  nations  should 
follow  suit  with  energy 
production  and  conservation 
programs  of  their  own  to  help 
resolve  global  economic 
problems  stemming  from  high 
fuel  costs. 

“Governments  must  ask 
their  people  to  do  more  on 
conservation,”  Simon  said  at  a 
news  conference  prior  to  his 
formal  address  before  the 
1 26-member  IMF. 

In  his  address,  Simon  said  he 
did  not  believe  the  world  was 
in  imminent  danger  of  drifting 
into  recession,  although  other 


speakers  had  raised  that  fear. 

“I  recognize  this  concern, 
but  I  do  not  believe  we  should 
let  it  distort  our  judgment.” 

Simon  said  inflation  is  the 
chief  danger  to  world  order 
and  vowed  that  the  United 
States  would  pursue  its 
anti-inflation  policies 
diligently. 

“A  protracted  continuation 
of  inflation  at  present  rates 
would  place  destructive  strains 
on  the  framework  of  our 
present  institutions  — 
financial,  social  and  political,” 
he  said. 

“I  do  not  believe  the  world 
is  in  imminent  danger  of  a 
drift  into  cumulative  recession 


-  though  we  must  be  alert  and 
ready  to  act  quickly  should 
the  situation  change 
unexpectedly,”  he  added. 

Although  President  Ford 
told  the  IMF  Monday  the 
United  States  would  play  a 
constructive  leadership  role  in 
solving  the  world’s  economic 
problems,  Simon  offered  no 
new  ideas  in  his  speech. 

Generally  speaking,  the 
Americans,  with  some  support 
from  the  Germans,  favor  a 
go-slow  approach  to  any  major 
new  initiatives  at  the 
international  level,  while  most 
other  nations  appear  to  favor 
more  prompt  and  decisive 
actions. 


Study  shows  U.S. 
family  size  drops 


WASHINGTON  (AP)  -  A 
government  survey  shows 
American  couples  planning 
slightly  smaller  families  than 
they  did  in  1973,  marking  yet 
another  downward  step  in  a 
decline  begun  seven  years  ago. 

The  Census  Bureau  said 
Tuesday  a  June  canvass  of 
wives  aged  18  to  39  showed 
that  every  1,000  of  them 
intended  to  have  2,550 
children.  Those  surveyed 
already  had  1,973  children  per 
1 ,000  wives.  Last  year,  women 
of  the  same  age  group  were 
planning  2,638  children. 

The  change  will  translate 
into  three  million  fewer  births 
this  year,  the  bureau  said.  The 


birth  rate  is  now  estimated  at 
15  newborns  per  1,000  people, 
compared  to  the  plateau  rate 
of  25  per  1,000  in  the  post 
World  War  II  years.  Birth 
expectations  have  dropped 
steadily  in  the  United  States 
since  1967,  when  every  1,000 
couples  planned  upon  3,118 
children.  The  latest  survey 
shows  the  trend  toward  fewer 
children  is  strongest  among 
whites,  among  younger  women 
with  high  school  or  college 
educations.  Wives  ages  18  to 
24,  for  example,  expect  to 
have  2,165  children  per  1,000. 
Every  1,000  wives  aged  35  to 
39  expect  to  have  3,091 
children.

next  September.  We  should 
talk  on  a  high  enough  level  to 
permit  decisions  to  be  made,” 
Hillier  said. 

When  asked  to  define  that 
level,  Hillier  said,  “Ben  Lewis 
or  above.  For  me  to  go  to  a 
second-  or  third-level  official 
in  the  Housing  Office  is  like 
Pres.  Oaks  talking  to  a  building 
inspector.” 

The  university  feels, 
however,  that  adequate 
co-operation  is  being 
maintained,  Lyon  says. 

“The  university  is  deeply 
involved  in  long-range  planning 
with  the  city  of  Provo.  Harold 
Anderson  of  the  Physical  Plant 
is,  and  has  been  for  a 
considerable  period,  a  member 
of  the  City  Planning 
Commission,”  Lyon  stated. 

In  addition,  Lyon  cited  a 
meeting  last  year  between  city 
officials  and  university 
officials,  which  included  Pres. 
Dallin  Oaks  and  Vice  Pres.  Ben 
E.  Lewis. 

At  that  meeting,  Lyon 
explained,  the  city  proposed 
that  the  university  make 
on-campus  parking  free  to 
encourage  students  to  park  on 
BYU  lots  rather  than  in 
residential  areas. 

“The  university  position 
was,  and  is,  that  parking 
permits  are  kept  as  low  as 
possible  to  pay  for  annual 
maintenance  of  campus 
parking  areas.  This  amount, 
approximately  $100,000, 
would  have  to  come  from 
other  student  fees,  by 
increasing  the  fees  of  all 
students.  This  the  university 
was  unwilling  to  do,”  Lyon 
said.

Ford  to  field  questions 
on  pardoning  of  Nixon

WASHINGTON  (AP)  - 
President  Ford  has  offered  to 
discuss  his  pardon  of  former 
President  Richard  M.  Nixon 
before  a  House  panel  in  what 
would  be  the  first  such 
congressional  appearance  by  a 
President  since  Abraham 
Lincoln. 

George  Washington  was  the 
only  other  President  to  testify 
in  congress  while  in  office. 

Ford  told  a  House  Judiciary 
subcommittee  Monday  night 
he  wants  to  arrange  the 
appearance  within  the  next  10 
days  to  answer  14  questions 
on  the  pardon. 

Questions  include  whether 
negotiations  for  the  pardon 
began  before  Nixon  resigned, 
whether  any  promises  or 
conditions  were  made  and 
whether  Ford  had  any 
psychiatric  of  medical  reports 
on  Nixon  when  he  granted  the 
pardon. 

White  House  spokesmen  said 


Ford  is  leaving  to  the 
subcommittee  any  decision  on 
live  television  coverage  and 
whether  the  President  will  be 
put  under  oath. 

Ford  offered  the  surprise 
personal  appearance  in  a  letter 
to  subcommittee  chairman 
William  L.  Hungate,  D-Mo.,  as 
the  House  took  up  a  related 
bill  cutting  Ford’s  $850,000 
expense  money  request  for 
Nixon  to  $398,000. 

An  effort  to  cut  it  to 
$200,000  was  promised  in 
■  response  to  the  pardon.  And 
Rep.  Jerome  R.  Waldie, 
D-Calif.,  contended  that  even 
Nixon’s  $60,000  pension 
should  be  denied  because  of 
the  pardon’s  implication  of 
“criminal  conduct.” 

A  White  House  spokesman 
said  Ford  decided  on  the  rare 
personal  appearance  after 
concluding  “the  direct 
approach  was  the  best 
approach.”

Australian  minister  to  meet  Ford 


CANBERRA,  Australia  -  Australian  Prime  Minister  Gough 
Whitlam.  unwelcome  at  the  White  House  during  the  presidency 
of  Richard  Nixon,  meets  President  Ford  in  Washington  Friday. 
Many  Australians  hope  the  get-together  will  end  two  years  of 
cool  relations  between  Australia  and  the  United  State. 

Whitlam  set  the  tone  for  the  meeting  in  a  speech  Monday  to 
the  United  Nations  General  Assembly,  saying:  “Australia  is,  of 
course,  allied  by  treaty  with  the  United  States  and  we  make  no 
apologies  for  it.” 

This  contrasted  with  statements  over  the  past  two  years  that 
chilled  relations  between  the  two  countries  and  turned  away 
from  the  days  when  the  late  Prime  Minister  Harold  Holt 
declared  Australia  was  “all  the  way  with  LBJ”  -  President 
Lyndon  B.  Johnson  —  in  Vietnam. 

Former  actress  'didn't  buy  post' 

WASHINGTON  -  Shirley  Temple  Black,  the  one-time  child 
actress  who  became  a  diplomat,  says  she  didn’t  buy  her  way 
into  her  new  job  as  U.S.  ambassador  to  Ghana. 

Asked  about  her  political  contributions,  she  said  that  over 
the  past  four  years  she  and  her  husband,  president  of  a  marine 
resources  firm,  had  given  a  total  of  $1,167  to  political  causes, 
with  $3 1 0  going  to  the  national  Republican  Party. 

“I  think  that  proves  I  didn’t  purchase  that  post,”  she  said. 
Mrs.  Black’s  previous  diplomatic  experience  includes  service 
representing  the  United  States  at  the  United  Nations. 

EPA  bans  two  pesticides 

WASHINGTON  -  Environmental  Protection  Administrator 
Russell  E.  Train  on  Tuesday  banned  any  further  production  of 
the  pesticides.  Aldrin  and  Deildrin  for  most  farm  uses,  citing 
them  as  probable  cancer  hazards. 

Shell  Chemical  Co.,  the  sole  manufacturer  of  Aldrin  and 
Deildrin  in  the  United  States,  announced  it  would  appeal  to  a 
federal  court. 

The  EPA  said  the  two  pesticides  are  used  for  farm  and 
commercial  pest  control,  but  not  in  products  used  around  the 
home. 


Nicaragua  oil  investments  high 

MANAGUE,  Nicaragua  —  Lured  by  the  prospect  of  an  oil  and 
gas  lode  seven  times  as  large  as  the  North  Sea  fields,  foreign 
oilmen  are  snapping  up  exploration  concessions  in  Nicaragua. 
“They’re  moving  in  for  the  kill,”  said  the  president,  Gen. 
Anastasio  Somoza. 

Prospects  are  so  good,  in  fact,  that  Somoza,  considered  one  of 
the  shrewdest  businessmen  in  Central  America,  has  personally 
invested  heavily  in  the  search  for  oil  and  gas,  according  to  a  high 
government  source. 

“The  general  does  not  throw  his  money  away  on  gambles  that 
do  not  pay,”  the  source  said.  “He  always  wins.”

David  is  a  3-year-old  who  has 
never  known  a  mother’s  kiss 
ior  the  touch  of  a  bare  human 
hand. 

He  lives  in  a  plastic  bubble, 
and  doctors  say  there’s  no 
medical  certainty  he’ll  ever 
live  elsewhere. 

David  suffers  from  a 
disease  known  as  severe 
combined  immune 
deficiency.  His  body  has  no 
immune  defenses  against 
disease.  Even  bacteria  that 
most  people  can  easily  throw 
off  could  kill  him. 

For  three  years  he  has 
breathed  filtered  air,  has 
eaten  sterile  food  and  has 
been  cuddled  only  by  hands 


wearing  big,  black  rubber 
gloves  which  extend  through 
the  wall  of  his  bubble. 

He  was  delivered  by 
Caesarean  section  on  Sept. 
21,  1971,  and  was  placed 
immediately  into  a 


“It’s  only  in  the  last  month 
or  six  weeks  that  he’s  began 
to  think  about  getting  out,” 
said  Dr.  David  A.  Freedman, 
a  professor  of  psychiatry  at 
the  Baylor  College  of 
Medicine. 

“I  think  that  the  next  step 
is  for  him  trying  to  remove 
himself  from  that  room.  The 
whole  question  is  how  long 
can  you  keep  someone  in  a 
goldfish  bowl.”

Sekaquaptewa  explained 
that  the  purpose  of  his.  visit  is 
to  act  as  a  liaison  between  the 
nation’s  capitol  and  his  people. 

A  transfer  from  Arizona 
State  University,  the  BYU 
senior  describes  his  venture 
into  the  newspaper  business  as 
one  that  has  brought  him 
tremendous  insight  and 
experience. 

Sekaquaptewa  said  when  he 
arrived  home  following  the 
1973  spring  semester  at  ASU, 
his  father  approached  him 
with  the  proposition  of 
starting  a  newspaper. 

Acting  as  editor  for  the 
newspaper,  Sekaquaptewa,  and 
his  father  Wayne,  began  with

equipment  which  included 
only  a  typewriter  and  some 
pens. 

He  said  at  first  they 
contracted  with  the  Arizona 
Daily  News  at  Flagstaff  to 
print  the  paper,  but  later 
transferred  to  the  Red  Rock 
News  in  Sedona  before 


“The  main  purpose  for 
starting  a  newspaper  was  to 
unite  our  people.  Other  tribes 
have  newspapers,  but  we 
didn’t,”  Sekaquaptewa  said. 

He  explained  the  Hopi 
nation  has  6,000  people,  most 
of  whom  live  in  about  1 0  to 
1 2  villages. 

“We  wanted  to  give  our 
people  the  news  in  an 
objective  manner  so  they 
could  be  aware  of  what  is 
happening  around  them,”  he 
said. 

He  pointed  out  the 
newspaper  is  entirely 
independent  of  the  tribe. 

“We  could  have  accepted 
money  from  the  tribe  to  help 
finance  the  paper,”  he  said, 
“but  when  you  don’t  owe 
anyone  money,  you  don’t  owe 
a  favors  and  you  can  report 
the  news  more  objectively.”

Survey  shows 
grocery  bill  up 

drought  and  bad  weather  in 
the  Midwest.  There  is  sorne 
hope  for  the  future,  however. 

The  Agriculture  Department 
said  Monday  that  prices  paid 
( to  farmers  dropped  2  per  cent 
from  Aug.  15  to  Sept.  15,  the 
first  decline  since  last  spring. 
The  lower  farm  prices  could 
mean  lower  supermarket  prices 
in  a  couple  of  months  —  if 
retailers  pass  along  the  savings. 

Administration  officials  have 
said  that  food  prices  will 
continue  to  rise  in  1975,, 
although  at  a  slower  pace  than 
in  1974.  The  1974  boost  in 
food  prices  is  expected  to  be 
between  15  and  17  per  cent, 
officials  say. 

The  latest  AP  survey  showed 
that  the  price  of  a  dozen, 
medium  white  eggs  went  up 
during  September  in  12  of  13 
cities  checked.  Eggs  were  not 
available  at  the  13th 
supermarket.  Despite  the 
increases,  however,  eggs 
remained  cheaper  than  they 
were  at  the  start  of  the  year, 
averaging  1 3  per  cent  less  than 
they  did  at  the  beginning  of 
January. 

Detergent,  which  remained 
fairly  stable  in  price  earlier,

The  family  grocery  bill 
followed  an  all-too-familiar 
upward  pattern  during 
September,  an  Associated 
Press  marketbasket  survey 
showed,  although  there  were  a 
few  bargains  at  the  meat 
counter. 

The  cost  of  eggs,  laundry 
detergent,  cookies  and  sugar 
generally  went  up  last  month, 
while  the  price  of  pork  chops 
and  chopped  chuck  went 
down. 

The  AP  drew  up  a  random 
list  of  15  cornmonly  purchased 
food  and  nonfood  items, 
checked  the  prices  on  March  1 , 
1972,  at  a  supermarket  in  each 
of  13  cities  and  rechecked  at 
the  beginning  of  succeeding 
months. 

The  latest  check  showed 
that  during  September  the  bill 
for  the  1 5  items  went  up  in  11 
cities  and  down  in  two  — 
Seattle,  Wash.,  and  Salt  Lake 
City,  Utah.  On  the  average,  the 
bill  at  the  start  of  October  was 
2,3  per  cent  higher  than  it  was 
at  the  beginning  of  September 
and  12  per  cent  more  than  at 
the  start  of  the  year.

SALT  LAKE  CITY  (AP)  - 
A  state  court  judge  has 
ordered  a  Salt  Lake  City 
television  news  reporter  to 
divulge  one  of  his  sources  in  a 
news  story  that  is  the  subject 
of  a  more  than  $1  million  law 
suit  against  his  station. 

The  reporter,  Lynn  Packer 
of  KSL,  says  he  will  not  reveal 
the  source. 

Third  District  Court  Judge 
Gordon  Hall  said  Monday  he 
would  consider  holding  Packer 
in  contempt  of  court  if  he 
does  not  reveal  whom  he 
quoted  as  critical  of  a  device 
called  Econojet,  designed  to 
improve  gasoline  mileage  in 
engines. 

The  judge  gave  Packer  10 
days  from  last  Friday  to 
respond  to  the  order  in  a  suit 
against  KSL,  Inc.  by  Direct 
Import  Buyers  Association, 
which  claims  its  sales 
decreased  as  a  result  of  two 
KSL  reports  about  the  device. 


Packer  said  the  individual, 
who  he  said  was  familiar  with 
Econojet,  would  not  have 
made  the  remarks  if  his  name 
were  used. 

The  plaintiffs  attorney 
told  the  court  in  a  hearing  two 
weeks  ago  that  one  of  the 
reasons  he  wanted  the  source’s 
name  was  because  he  was 
considering  making  the  person 
a  defendant  in  the  case, 
according  to  Packer. 

Reporters  in  other  parts  of 
the  country  have  been  jailed 
for  not  revealing  sources,  but 
this  is  the  first  such  case  to 
come  up  in  Utah  since  a 
Supreme  Court  ruling 
upholding  such  court  orders.

The  college  has  1 1  rented 
trailers  to  handle  the  campus 
overload  and  two  buildings  in 
downtown  Provo  (50,000  sq. 
ft.  floor  space)  for  their  diesel 
and  heavy  duty  mechanics, 
Wilson  said. 

The  Orem  campus  is 
designed  for  2,600  full-time 
students,  with  the  completiori 
date  expected  to  be  in  the 
next  five  or  10  years,  he 
explained. 

The  college  is  expected  to 
have  full  enrollment  of  or 
before  1980,  he  added. 

The  Utah  Stalte  Legislature 
has  appropriated  eight  million 
dollars  for  the  start  of  the 
campus.

CAMP  ATTERBURY,  Ind. 
(AP)  —  Military  spokesman 
revised  their  estimates  Monday 
of  the  number  of  deserters 
expected  to  turn  themselves  in 
to  the  clemency  center  here, 
saying  between  50  and  75  men 
were  to  arrive  daily  this  week.

About  65  deserters  arrived 
Monday,  including  a  group  of 
about  40  from  Ft.  Hood,  Tex., 
who  were  under  military 
control. 


Kallunka  said  by  the  end  of 
this  week  the  center  should 
have  received  all  deserters  who 
had  been  arrested  by 
authorities  and  decided  to  take 
the  amnesty  program  rather 
than  face  military  coiirts.

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Colts  head  coach 
setback  by  new  job 


BALTIMORE  (AP)  -  Joe 
Thomas,  a  man  of  decisive 
action,  is  seldom  caught 
unprepared.  But  even  he  was 
surprised  at  being  named  head 
coach  of  the  Baltimore  Colts. 

Thomas,  the  team’s  general 
manager,  was  suffering 
through  another  setback  in 
Philadelphia’s  Veterans 
Stadium  on  Sunday  when 
owner  Robert  Irsay  dropped 
his  bombshell. 

Not  long  before,  Irsay  had 
visited  Coach  Howard 
Schnellenberger  on  the 
sidelines  and  urged  that  Marty 
Domres  be  yanked  in  favor  of 
second-year  quarterback  Bert 
Jones.  The  coach  not  only 
rejected  the  idea,  but 
reportedly  tossed  in  a  few 
expletives  for  emphasis. 

According  to  sideline 
observers,  Irsay  didn’t  respond 
then.  Instead,  he  stormed  into 
the  locker  room  minutes  after 
Philadelphia  beat  the  Colts 
30-10  to  inform  players  and 
Schnellenberger  that  the  coach 
was  fired. 

“That  expletive  deleted  ball 
club  will  go  on  the  field  and 
win  if  I  have  to  play  myself,” 
the  former  fifth-string  college 
quarterback  at  Illinois  yelled 
as  he  emerged. 

Thomas,  sweating  profusely 
and  obviously  shaken,  had 
failed  to  beat  his  boss  to  the 
locker  room  after  being  unable 
to  change  Irsay’s  mind  about 
the  snap  decision  in  the  box 

By  Monday,  however, 
Thomas  was  ready  to  accept 
yet  another  challenge  and 
willing  to  face  any  criticism 
that  may  come  his  way. 


“I’m  not  worried  about 
blame,”  he  said,  when  asked 
what  happens  if  the  team 

three-game  losing  streak.  “If 
we  get  beat,  we  get  beat.  We’ll 
just  have  to  go  out  and  try  to 
improve.” 

Thomas,  whose  only  head 
coaching  experience  was  in 
high  school  25  years  ago,  said 
he  didn’t  expect  any  difficulty 
since  95  per  cent  of  the  work 
is  done  by  the  assistants, 
anyway. 

“My  job,”  he  said,  “will  be 
to  keep  the  club  mentally 
ready  -  that’s  the  toughest  job 
in  coaching  -  and  to  handle 
the  public  relations  with  the 
media.” 

Thomas  said  shoddy  tackling 
on  Sunday  may  have  been 
caused  by  lack  of  mental  and 
physical  preparation.  As  one 
of  his  first  changes,  he  said 
practices  on  Friday  and 
Saturday  would  be  shortened 
considerably. 

“If  you’re  not  ready  after 
Thursday,  it’s  too  late,”  he 
said.  “I  want  to  get  the 
players’  legs  back  under  them 
and  be  ready  for  Sunday.” 

Since  taking  over  the  Colts 
in  July,  1972,  Thomas  has 
traded  more  than  20  veteran 
players,  fired  a  head  coach  and 
his  interim  replacement,  and 
sent  1 0  assistants  packing. 

After  conferring  with  his 
aides,  Thomas  said,  he 
probably  will  announce  on 
Wednesday  whether  Jones  or 
Domres  will  start  at 
quarterback  Sunday  against 
the  unbeaten  New  England 
Patriots.

Coach  Robison  is  also  quick 
to  point  out  the  double 
standard  employed  by  many 
U.S.  track  coaches.  “But  the 
ones  (coaches)  who  are  making 
most  of  the  noise  are  those 
who  are  the  worst  violators.” 

Said  Robison,  “I  get  sick 
and  tired  of  them  pointing  at 
us  as  though  we  were,  almost 
immoral  because  we  were 
using  foreign  athletes.” 

BYU  has  also  been  accused 
of  passing  up  American  stars 
for  the  top  Europeon  athletes. 
In  reply  Robison  said,  “The 
kind  of  athlete  that  we  go 
after,  if  we  can’t  get  them 
here,  we’ll  get  them  over  there. 
That’s  the  only  way  we  can 
compete  on  a  national  level.” 


Foreigners  at  Y,  good 

According  to  Coach 
Robison,  the  foreign  athletes 
at  BYU  have  been  good 
students,  ones  that  have 
graduated. 

H  e  believes  strongly  that 
foreign  students,  and  athletes 
should  be  treated  no 
differently  having  the  same 
rights  and  privileges  as 
American  students. 

Robison  said,  “you  can  be 
sure  we  are  not  going  to  stop 
the  foreign  student  from 
coming  to  our  universities.  So 
by  the  same  basis  I  don’t 
believe  we  are  ever  going  to 
stop  the  foreign  athlete  from 
participating  in  our  athletic 
programs. 


Austin,  TX.,  foreign  athletes 
accounted  for  25  per  cent  of 
the  total  team  points. 

BYU,  according  to  Bush,  is 
the  leading  offender.  In  that 
meet,  the  Y  scored  41  points, 
of  which  3 1  points  were  tallied 
by  foreign  athletes.

For  years  UCLA  has  been 
able  to  tap  the  richest  source 
of  track  and  field  stars  in  the 
world,  Southern  California. 
Robison  explains,  “Jim  sits  in 
the  heart  of  the  most  fertile 
track  and  field  recruiting  place 
in  all  the  world.  He  gets  to 
skim  off  the  cream  out  of 
Southern  California.” 

Robison  said  that  for 
schools  who  are  away  from  a 
track  center,  recruiting  is 
much  tougher.  “Without  the 
foreign  athlete,  we’d  have  a 
hard  time  competing  against 
UCLA,”  said  Robison. 

Although  Robison  is  stronly 
in  favor  of  foreign  athletes,  he 
supports  the  move  to  limit 
foreign  athletes  over  a  certain 
age. 

Robison  agrees 

In  this  area  Robison  agrees 
with  Bush.  “I  don’t  want  the 
older  athletes  to  be  admitted 
either.  I  think  it’s  unfair  when 
you  begin  to  recruit  the 
Olympians  of  Europe  to  come 
and  compete  with  the  high 
school  graduates  of  America.” 

Along  the  same  vein, 
Robison  believes  American 
athlete  should  also  come  under 
the  age  limitation.  “We  should 
have  it  the  same  for  the 
Americans  as  well  as  the  aliens 
too,”  explains  Robison. 


NCAA  won’t  rule 

Robison  was  then  asked  if 
the  NCAA  would  rule  on  the 
foreign  athlete  controversy.  He 
said  “there  has  been  no  formal 
presentation  to  the  NCAA  to 
do  something  about  it.” 

However  Robison  said  that 
if  there  ever  was  a  vote  among 
American  track  coaches  a 
majority  of  them  would  vote 
not  to  have  foreign  athletes. 

Coach  Robison  believes  that 
too  much  is  being  said  about 
the  foreign  students  when 
more  emphasis  ought  to  be 
placed  on  the  recruiting  angle 
as  a  whole.  “They  sit  and  cry 
about  the  fact  that  we  bring  in 
the  foreign  athlete,  but  they 
never  say  anything  about  the 
illegal  recruiting,”  he  said.

According  to  Coach  Valentine,  this  should  be  the  strongest 
women’s  tennis  team  BYU  has  ever  fielded.  Returning  from 
last  year’s  team  are  Marilyn  Koski  a  junior  from  Corvallis, 
Ore.  and  two  seniors,  Kerry  Young  of  Berkley  Heights,  N.J. 
and  Murlie  Hodgens  of  Pueblo,  Colo. 

The  Intermountain  Conference  that  hosted  the  coed  tennis 
teams,  has  been  changed  to  the  Western  Collegiate  Tennis 
Conference.  The  conference  is  comprised  of  18  colleges  and 
universities. 

The  schools  which  comprise  the  conference  are  from 
Arizona,  Colorado,  Idaho,  New  Mexico  and  Utah.

“Family  Portrait,”  BYU’s

Yea'  for  Rocky 


The  confirmation  hearings  on  Nelson  Rockefeller  have  shown 
the  vice  president -designate  to  be— as  everyone  already  knew— a 
man  of  immense  wealth.  The  former  governor  of  New  York  and 
his  wife,  Happy,  have  a  net  worth  of  $62.5  million.  This  is 
bolstered  by  an  income  from  trust  funds  which  exceeds  $120 
million. 

Many  less  affluent  observers  who  comment  about  such  vast 
riches  display  feelings  that  range  from  envy  and  covetousness  to 
hate.  Some,  of  course,  would  like  to  see  his  wealth  subtly 
confiscated  and  redistributed.  Others  demonstrate  their  own 
weaknesses  by  trying  to  impose  on  Nelson  Rockefeller 
improprieties  of  which  they  might  be  guilty  were  they  so  richly 
endowed. 

All  this  is  grossly  unfair. 

For,  in  the  last  analysis,  as  a  Los  Angeles  Times  editorial  has 
noted:  “What  it  comes  down  to  in  the  end  is  whether  Congress 
believes  Rockefeller  to  be  an  honorable  man,  and  whether  it  can 
accept  his  assertion  that .  . .  ‘my  sole  purpose  is  to  serve  my 
country.’  ” 

The  Los  Angeles  Times  concludes  that  “there  is  nothing  in  his 
long  and  estimable  career  of  public  service  that  would  cast 
doubt  on  that  assurance.” 

Much  has  been  written  about  why  Nelson  Rockefeller  should 
be  confirmed.  Many  of  these  analyses  cite  his  public  record  to 
prove  that  there  is  no  evidence  to  support  the  contention  that 
he  would  use  the  office  of  vice  president  to  increase  his  wealth. 
Really,  now.  Why  would  he  want  to  do  so  anyway?  The 
marginal  utility  of  income  has  obviously  declined  in  the 
Rockefeller  case.  Then,  too,  he  has  already  agreed  to  go  the 
“blind  trust”  route-though  why  he  should  have  to  travel  such  a 
course  is  another  debatable  issue. 

Clearly,  he’s  not  in  it  for  the  money.  But  what  about  the 
power?  It  remains  to  be  seen  if  even  Nelson  Rockefeller  can 
turn  the  vice  presidency  into  a  powerful  force.  Ah,  but  what  if 
he  should  ascend  to  the  presidency?  Splendid!  While  he’s  there, 
he’ll  serve,  not  sap.  And  after  he  leaves  office,  the  country  will 
be  spared  the  publication  of  memoirs  written  primarily  for 
financial  gain. 

Our  country  needs  men  in  high  leadership  positions  who  are 
motivated  toward  government  service  not  by  financial  gain,  but 
by  belief  in  the  Bomfog. 

Nelson  Rockefeller’s  a  Bomfog  believer. 

In  fact,  the  word  Bomfog,  as  William  Safine  notes,  was 
originated  in  1964  by  one  of  Rockefeller’s  stenotypists.  Its 
coinage  comes  from  a  favorite  Rockefeller  phrase:  “The 
Brotherhood  of  Man  Under  the  Fatherhood  of  God.” 

So,  let’s  get  on  with  the  business  of  confirmation.  We’ve  had 
our  fill  of  bombasting  and  we’ve  seen  enough  fog.  Let’s  try 
someone  who  understands  the  true  meaning  of  Bomfog.  Let’s 
try  Nelson  Rockefeller.

Coeds,  be  on  alert 


Walk  into  any  female  apartment  and  start  a  conversation.  Fd>r 
a  while  the  talk  will  center  around  clothes,  styles  and  figures. 
After  a  bit  of  gossiping  about  the  girls  next  door,  the 
conversation  will  turn  to  that  all-time  favorite,  men. 

After  the  exchange  of  knowledge  about  men,  the  conversation 
might  turn  toward  something  like  “Apartment  three  had  their 
door  tried  last  night,”  or  “I  wonder  if  the  Provo  rapist  is  a  BYU 
student.”  Women  will  worry  and  talk  about  attacks  on  women 
here  in  Utah  County. 

Invariably,  the  women  will  say  to  each  other,  “The  worst  part 
of  it  is  that  there  isn’t  any  way  to  protect  yourself,”  or  “But 
what  on  earth  would  we  do  if  some  guy  got  into  our 
apartment?” 

And  they  wonder  and  they  worry,  or  they  don’t  wonder  and 
worry,  which  might  be  as  bad  as  if  they  hadn’t  taken 
precautions  to  protect  themselves. 

More  than  100  women  did  something  about  their  worries  by 
attending  a  seminar  held  by  Provo  Police  two  weeks  ago. 

There  are  really  two  questions  involved  in  this  situation:  1) 
What  is  being  done  to  inform  women  about  self-defense,  and  2) 
Are  women  taking  advantage  of  informative  seminars,  booklets 
distributed  by  the  Provo  Police  and  the  right  to  request  a  special 
BYU  Security  presentation  on  self-defense  and  prevention  of 
assaults? 

According  to  Chief  Kelshaw  of  BYU  Security,  the  BYU  force 
doesn’t  give  regular  seminars  on  the  subject,  but  it  will  present  a 
special  program  upon  request. 

Capt.  Max  Littlefield  of  the  Provo  Police  pointed  out  in  a 
recent  interview  that  Provo  has  offered  seminars  for  women  in 
recent  months  and  plans  to  schedule  more  in  the  future.  The 
police  station  also  has  free  handouts  for  women. 

After  talking  to  informed  officials  and  taking  advantage  of  the 
seminars  offered,  a  woman  will  discover  she  isn’t  so  defenseless 
after  all.  Obviously  worrying  and  talking  don’t  help;  and  even  a 
course  in  judo  or  karate  are  sometimes  not  practical,  but, 
according  to  Capt.  Littlefield,  there  is  much  a  woman  can  do. 

First,  don’t  expose  yourself  to  a  potential  attacker.  Walk  in 
groups  at  night;  close  the  windows  in  your  apartments.  The  best 
defenses  a  woman  can  have,  he  noted,  are  screaming  or  making  a 
lot  of  noise;  then  scratching,  biting  and  kicking;  and,  if 
accosted  from  behind,  a  good  defense  method  is  not  the. 
over-the-shoulder  judo  flip,  but  just  stamping  and  grinding  your 
heel  into  the  attacker’s  toe  or  foot. 

Capt.  Littlefield  noted,  “One  of  the  main  things  to  remember 
is  that  a  little  self-defense  training  is  not  better  than  common 
sense.” 

Don’t  get  yourself  into  this  type  of  situation.  Be  conscious  of 
things  going  on  around  you.  Think  about  the  things  you  are 
doing.  These  are  also  ideas  pointed  out  by  Littlefield. 

So,  a  woman  can  do  something  after  all.  She  can  be  informed.

Medical  specialists,  biologists,  psychologists 
and  engineers  spend  hours  and  hours  in  trying 
to  find  a  scientific  basis  for  the  most  effective 
training  sessions  and  even  for  predicting  new 
achievements. 

In  many  countries  there  are  sports  research 
institutions  where  the  sole  purpose  of  hundreds 
of  doctors  is  to  discover  means  to  outdo  the 
doctors  of  other  countries.

Science  and  technology  have  helped  athletes 
to  make  better  sports  records,  but  really  caring 
for  champions  is  not  their  primary  function. 
The  principal  purpose  of  this  scientific  program 
is  to  squeeze  the  last  drop  of  everything  out  of 
an  athlete  for  selfish  national  objectives.

Monopoly? 


Intellectual  apathy  and  the  tight  national  job 
market  have  caused  many  universities  to  take 
on  the  aspect  and  atmosphere  of  polytechnical 
institutes,  and  BYU  is  as  good  an  example  of 
this  trend  as  any. 

The  role  of  the  polytechnical  school  has 
always  been  to  provide  an  opportunity  to  leam 
a  marketable  skill,  be  it  plumbing  or  plastering, 
with  little  or  no  attention  paid  to  developing 
intellectual  rotundity.  What  has  Dostoevski  got 
to  do  with  the  nuts  and  bolts  of  life,  anyway? 

The  traditional  role  of  the  university  has 
been  much  more  broad.  One  could  specialize, 
yes,  but  a  university  education  had 
implications  that  went  beyond  the  learning  of  a 
trade.  Before  the  “diploma  mill”  years  of  the 
50’s  and  60’s,  graduation  from  a  university 
meant  that  one  was  educated  in  a  general  sense. 
But  no  more.  The  rise  in  the  importance  of 
technology  and  the  steep  national  decline  in 
enrollment  in  the  humanities  have  both 
contributed  to  the  intellectual  apathy  on  some 
campuses  but  there  are  other  reasons  as  well. 

Early  this  year  George  Gallup  compared  a 
poll  taken  in  1938  with  the  results  of  one 
conducted  this  year  on  how  Americans  spend 
their  leisure  time.  The  1938  poll  listed  reading 


as  “the  favorite  way  to  spend  an  eveninfl 
1974  poll  ranks  “watching  television” 
per  cent  favorite,  followed  by  “reading 
per  cent  and  “dining  out”  at  1  2  per  cent 

Particularly  disconcerting,  and 
certainly  true  at  BYU,  is  the  avoidance  d  [;
